pauper labor, as many of them have. 

As Richmond is just about to double and 
trebble its ocean shipping, and the whole 
Pacifie coast is to do likewise, that prob- 
te is of local interest, and it ought to be 
taken up and discussed by organized labor, 
the shipping interests, legislative bodies, 
including Congress, and everybody else in 
interest, for the problem has got to be 


‘ solved, ‘and that very soon.
